| ntroduction

Commodity price support programs have evol ved over the years. Initially, |ow
farminconme and unstable prices inspired the need for agricultural policy to
support and stabilize prices of agricultural commodities. Policy was |ater
expanded to provide production controls when inventories grew to burdensone

| evel s and program costs got out of hand. Later still, situations arose that
necessitated changes in agricultural prograns. Also, the bal ance of supply
and demand at desired price levels was seen to be inportant. In addition,

conflicts have arisen between the need of farmers to have nore control over
pl anti ng deci sions versus the need of government to exert control over the
production of specific crops. Finally, budgetary outlays have al ways been a
maj or factor in deternmning the |evel of support and the structure of

agricul tural prograns.

Legi sl ative Authorities

Price stabilization and support operations for specified cormmodities were
first authorized by the Agricultural Adjustnment Acts of 1933 and 1938, and
| oan prograns were initiated in 1933, when the Commobdity Credit Corporation
(CCC) was created (10, 12, 30).1/

Current price support and ot her |oan, purchase, and paynent prograns are
carried out under the various statutory provisions, including the CCC Charter
Act, the Agricultural Adjustnent Act of 1938 (the 1938 Act), the Agricultura
Act of 1949 (the 1949 Act), the National Wol Act of 1954, and the Food
Security Act of 1985 (the 1985 Act) (10, 31).

In conjunction with these progranms, production adjustnent progranms (which nmake
use of marketing quotas, acreage allotnents, and (when applicable) cropland
set-aside, diverted acreage, and acreage limtation provisions for specified
crops) are authorized by the 1938 Act and the 1949 Act (10, 31).

Conmodi ti es Supported

The CCC nmakes | oans, purchases, and paynents avail able on agricultura
commodities to eligible producers.

Basic commodities. Title | of the 1949 Act specifies the price-support |evels
for peanuts, tobacco, upland cotton, extra-long staple cotton, feed grains,
wheat, and rice (31).

Desi gnat ed nonbasic commodities. Title Il of the 1949 Act al so specifies the
price-support levels for designated nonbasic comodities: soybeans, sunflower
seeds, honey, mlk, sugar beets and sugarcane (31).

O her nonbasic commodities. Under title Il of the 1949 Act, the Secretary is
aut hori zed to nake price support avail able through | oans, purchases, or other
operations for any nonbasic agricultural commodity not designated in title |
at a level not in excess of 90 percent of parity (31).

Wbol and nohair. The National Wol Act of 1954 specifies the price support
| evel s for wool and nohair (31).

The CCC may al so carry out operations to renmove and di spose of surplus
agricultural commpdities to stabilize prices at levels not in excess of those
perm ssi ble by | aw

Support Determnation

Ei ght factors set forth in section 401(b) of the 1949 Act are taken into
consideration in deternmning, for any commodity for which price support is

di scretionary, whether a price-support operation is undertaken and the |eve
of such support (31). And, in the case of any comodity for which price
support is nandatory, these sanme factors are considered to deternine the |eve
of support above the mnimum set forth by the 1949 Act.

These factors are: (1) the supply of the comodity in relation to its demand;
(2) the price levels at which other conmpdities are being supported and, for
feed grains, the feed values of each grain in relation to corn; (3) the
availability of funds; (4) the perishability of the comobdity; (5) the

i mportance of the conmodity to agriculture and the national econony; (6) the
ability to dispose of stocks acquired through a price support operation; (7)
the need to offset tenporary | osses of export markets; and (8) the ability and
wi | Iingness of producers to keep supplies in line with demand.

Support Level

For sonme commodities, the Congress has either established a specific parity
| evel at which, or a range within which, |oan, purchase, and paynent rates
must be set.

The parity price for an agricultural conmopdity is the price that will give
such commodity the sane buying or purchasing power--in ternms of goods and
servi ces bought by farmers and certain costs of their farm ng operations--that
such commodity had in the 1910-14 base period. This price includes an

adj ust nent based on the comobdity's nost recent 10-year average farmprice
divided by the ratio of the general |level of prices for all farmcomodities
during such 10-year period to the general |evel of prices received for al
commodi ties during the 1910-14 base period. The formula for conputing parity
prices is set forth in section 301(a) of the 1938 Act (31).



The parity price of a conmodity is a general or overall standard. 1t applies
to the average of the various locations, grades, qualities, and classes of the
commodity as sold by all farmers.

In the follow ng pages, | present program provisions for rye, dry edible
beans, oil crops, tobacco, sugar, honey, wool, nohair, gum naval stores, and
dairy products for 1961-90 crops. Provisions for wheat, rice, corn, sorghum

barl ey, oats, upland cotton, and extra-long staple cotton are presented
el sewhere. 2/

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Rye Programns

The Jones-Connal |y Act of 1934 expanded the list of "basic" commobdities to include rye, but
| oans were not nmade available for rye until 1939 (10). The 1938 Act designated rye as a
perm ssive support commodity. There were no specified limts on supports for "perm ssive"
commodities. Price support was not nmade avail able for 1946 and 1947 crops of rye.

The 1949 Act, as enacted, required price support for rye, a designated nonbasic commodity
(10). The Agricultural Act of 1956 nandated price support for rye at 76 percent of parity.
The Agricultural Act of 1958 listed rye as a designated nonbasic commodity. Beginning with
the 1959 crop, price support was to be nmade available at such level as the Secretary
determined to be fair and reasonable in relation to the | evel of support for corn. Provisions
of prograns for the 1961-90 rye crops are presented in table 1.

Dry Edi bl e Beans Prograns

Legi sl ati on made price support for dry edible beans permissible in 1941, nmandatory during
1942-49, and perm ssi bl e once again during 1950-67 (10). Initially, bean prices were
supported by purchases for 1941 and 1942 crops, and by |oans, purchases, and paynents to
processors for 1943-46 crops. Loans and purchase agreenments for 1947-63 crops, and | oans and
purchases for 1964-67 crops sustained prices. Price support was not available for later
crops. Provisions for dry edible bean prograns from 1961 are presented in table 2.

G| Crops Prograns

The CCC has operated support prograns for cottonseed, flaxseed, peanuts, soybeans, and tung
nuts.

Cot t onseed

Since 1942, legislation has permtted the support of cottonseed (10). From 1942 through 1945
prices of cottonseed were supported by the purchase of oil, neal, and linters from processors
who paid support prices for cottonseed. No support was avail able during 1946-48. Support of
the 1949 crop was achi eved through both | oans to and purchases from producers, including
purchases of cottonseed made through ginners acting as agents for the CCC. In 1950, prices
wer e supported through | oans, purchase agreenents, and purchases, including purchases of
cottonseed fromginners. Prices of the 1951-54 crops were supported through | oans and
purchases, which included purchases of oil, nmeal, and linters from processors and cottonseed
fromginners. Prices were supported through | oans and purchases, and purchases of cottonseed
fromginners for the 1955-62 crops; through purchases of cottonseed fromginners for the 1963-
67 crops; and primarily through | oans and purchases of cottonseed products frommlls for the
1968-70 crops. Since 1970, there has been no support programoffered to cottonseed producers.
Provi sions of cottonseed progranms from 1961 are presented in table 3.

Fl axseed

Legislation permtted the price support of flaxseed in 1941. From 1942 through 1949, price
support was nandatory (10). From 1950 through 1973, legislation once again nerely permtted
t he support of flaxseed.

The 1941 crop was supported by |oans. Crops from 1942 to 1946 were supported by | oans and
purchases. For 1947-49 crops, |oans, purchases, and purchase contracts with processors were
used to support prices. For 1950-63 crops, the CCC used | oans, purchases, and purchase
agreenents to support flaxseed. The 1964-73 crops were supported by | oans and purchases
Price support has not been nmade available for flaxseed since 1973. Provisions of flaxseed
prograns from 1961 are presented in table 3.

Peanut s

Legislation in 1934 classified peanuts as a "basic" crop, subject to production control and to
the diversion provisions of the Agricultural Adjustnent Act of 1933 (10). Peanuts were
classified as a "soil-depleting" crop under the provisions of the Soil Conservation and
Domestic Allotnent Act. In 1941, the 1938 Act was anended to authorize marketing quotas for
peanuts. Since it classified peanuts as a basic crop, the act nade price supports mandatory
for peanuts at 50-75 percent of parity.

The peanut program was substantially changed by the Food and Agriculture Act of 1977 (9). The
act 1 nplenented a two-price poundage quota program while retaining acreage allotnents and
price supports. Producers could produce in excess of their quota, within their acreage
allotnments, but the quantity on which they could receive the higher of the two price supports
was limted to the quota. Peanuts in excess of the quota are referred to as additionals. The
Agriculture and Food Act of 1981 nmmintained the two-price quota system and narketi ng quot as,
but suspended acreage allotnents. Quota support prices were linmted to quota hol ders and
applied to the poundage quota, but anyone was allowed to grow peanuts. Also, the carrying
forward of unused quota was permitted. A maxi num carryforward of 10 percent of the nationa
quota is permitted. These are not counted agai nst the national poundage quota for the

mar keting year.

The Food Security Act of 1985 suspended peanut acreage allotments for the 1986-90 crops (9).
Poundage quotas were approved for the 1986-90 crops by peanut growers. Undernmarketing from
previ ous crops of quota peanuts (not to exceed 10 percent of the current national poundage
quota) is eligible to be carried over and added to the current crop poundage quota

By |aw, the national average price-support level for quota peanuts nust be the price-support
Il evel for the previous crop adjusted for any increase in the cost of production, which nust
not exceed 6 percent. The support rate for additional peanuts is required to be set by the
Secretary and is based on considerations of the demand for peanut oil and neal, expected
prices of other vegetable oils and protein neals, and the denand for peanuts in foreign

mar ket s.

Support at the quota price-support |evel is available during harvest season only on peanuts
grown within the farm poundage quota. Support at the additional price-support level is

avai |l abl e on additional peanuts grown on farms with a quota or on farnms w thout a quota.
Peanuts, marketed for donestic edible use in excess of the poundage quota, are subject to a
penalty of 140 percent of the quota price-support rate. Provisions of peanut prograns for
1961-90 crops are presented in table 3.

Soybeans

The Agricul tural Adjustnment Act of 1933 classified soybeans that were harvested as "soil -

depl eting," while soybeans that were left on the land or turned under as "soil-building" (10).
Farnmers who participated in the soil conservation programreceived direct paynments if they
reduced acreage of soil-depleting crops, increased acreage of soil-building and soil -
conserving crops, and used practices to control soil erosion.

A price support programfor soybeans was inplenented in 1941 (10). A price- support |oan has
been in place every year since then except for 1975. Price- support |oans were not nandated
by | egislation, but were authorized at the discretion of the Secretary. No allotnents or

mar keti ng quotas were set for soybeans.

A reseal programwas extended to 1958 farm stored soybeans (10). Soybean farnmers in

desi gnated areas were able to extend farm storage | oans or convert purchase agreenents to
loans for an additional year following the loan maturity. The reseal programwas al so
extended to the 1961, 1963, and 1966-69 crops. For the 1967-69 crops, the programwas al so
extended to conmercially stored soybeans.

The Agricultural Act of 1973 gave farners greater freedomto shift between soybeans and
program crops (wheat, feed grains, and upland cotton) (2). Farners were allowed to plant
soybeans on allotted acreages of these crops and maintain their allotnent and base history.

The | oan and purchase agreenent program for soybeans was |egislatively mandated for the first
time by the Food and Agricultural Act of 1977 (2). The Agricultural and Food Act of 1981 and
the Food Security Act of 1985 al so nmandate price support for soybeans. The 1985 Act al so
gives the Secretary discretionary authority to offer a soybean marketing |oan. |If

i mpl enented, the program woul d al | ow soybean producers to repay their nonrecourse |oans at the
adj usted world market price (as determined by the Secretary) when world prices are bel ow the
loan rate. However, the Secretary chose not to offer marketing | oans for the 1986-90 soybean
crops.

The Di saster Assistance Act of 1988 required that the Secretary permt producers to plant
soybeans on 10-25 percent of their permtted acreage of wheat, feed grains, cotton, and rice
(2). However, the Secretary nust limt plantings of soybeans and sunflowers so that market
prices of soybeans do not fall below 115 percent of the basic loan rate in the previous year.
The provision may be extended to 1990 if there is an insufficient supply of soybeans.
Provi si ons of soybean prograns for 1961-90 crops are presented in table 3.

Tung Nuts

Price support of tung nuts was permtted through 1949 (10). Legislation nmandated the support
of tung nuts from 1950 through 1976. PL 93-225, enacted Decenber 29, 1973, terninated the
nmandat ory support of tung nuts after the 1976 crop. Thus, the law all owed price support for
tung nuts, at the discretion of the Secretary.

Prices of the 1944 crop of tung nuts were supported by the purchase of oil product from
processors who paid support prices to producers for tung nuts. |In 1945, prices were supported
by the purchase of oil from processors who agreed to buy back oil at specified prices and nmake
paynments to producers. Prices of the 1947 crop of tung nuts were supported by the purchase of
oi | product from processors, who paid support prices to producers for tung nuts, plus oi
purchases from producers. Prices for the 1949 crop were supported by purchase agreenents for

nuts and oil. Prices for the 1950-63 crops were supported by purchase agreenments for nuts and
purchase agreenments and loans for oil. The 1964 crop was supported by purchase agreenents and
loans for oil. Prices for 1965-74 crops of tung nuts were supported by |oans for oil.

When hi gh production made a program necessary, operations were carried out through | oans on
oi | because of the relatively high perishability of tung nuts (10). Producers delivered their
tung nuts to a crushing mll where the oil was extracted on a custom basis, with the grower
retaining title to the oil. Producers received warehouse receipts for the oil, which was
generally stored in tanks at the crushing nill. The warehouse receipts served as collatera
for the loans. Loans were payable on denand, without a fixed maturity date. Provisions for
tung nut prograns starting with 1961 are presented in table 3.

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Tobacco Prograns

The Agricultural Adjustnent Act of 1933 classified tobacco as a "basic" comodity, and from
1933 through 1935, cash paynments were made to producers who restricted production (10). The
1938 Act expanded tobacco program provisions to include nandatory nonrecourse |oans, authority
for marketing quotas if supplies reached certain levels, and parity paynents if funds were
avai l able. The programis available to all kinds of tobacco except shade-grown w apper and
Perique. Except for the 1939 crop, marketing quotas have been approved and have been in

ef fect since 1938 for each crop of flue-cured, burley, and dark tobacco. Ci gar binder and
Ohio filler crops first came under quotas in 1951. Price supports have never applied to
Pennsyl vania filler, and they were |l ast applied to the Maryland crop in 1965 and the
Connect i cut - Massachusetts binder crop in 1983

In 1942, Congress raised the support level to 90 percent of parity (10). The 1949 Act, which
has been the authority for tobacco support since 1950, continued the 90-percent parity |evel
Because of sharply increasing support |evels, an anendnent to the 1949 Act held tobacco
support levels in 1960 at the previous year's level. The anendnent al so provided for
subsequent price- support changes to be based on the average parity index for the 3 previous
cal endar years, conpared with the 1959 i ndex.

Under the |oan program a support price is established for each grade of tobacco (10). |If the
buyers are not willing to bid the Government |oan rate for any | ot of tobacco, the eligible
grower may receive the lot's designated |oan rate | ess any overhead deduction to cover the

| oan association's admnistrative costs. The tobacco is then taken over by the cooperative
association. Under an agreenent with the CCC, the association arranges for receiving

The No Net Cost Tobacco Program Act of 1982 required that to be eligible for price support,
producers of all kinds of tobacco had to contribute to a fund or pay assessnments to an account
establ i shed by the cooperative association that makes support |oans avail able to producers
(6). The funds are collected to cover potential |osses in operating the price support
program

Legi sl ati on authori zing tobacco price support and production control prograns has no
expiration date (6). Provisions for tobacco in the Food Security Act of 1985 refer to
pesticide residues in flue-cured and burl ey tobacco and a certificate requirenent of end use
for inported tobacco

Under the Consolidated Omibus Budget Reconciliation Act of 1985, price support for 1986 and
subsequent crops of tobacco (other than flue-cured and burley) was to be set using the same
formula as in previous law (4). Also, loan associations have the authority to reduce support
| evel s as market conditions warrant. Beginning in 1987, the annual flue-cured and burley
price support is the level for the previous year adjusted by changes in the 3-year noving
average of prices (two-thirds weight) and in the cost of production
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index (one-third weight). The Secretary can set the price support between 65 and 100 percent
of the cal cul ated adjusted change fromthe previous year.

Fl ue-cured and burley quotas are based on intended purchases by cigarette manufacturers,
average annual exports for the 3 preceding years, and the anobunt of tobacco needed to attain a
specified reserve stock level. Quota reductions are limted to 6 percent from 1986 through
1989 and to 10 percent from 1990 to 1993. Secretarial discretion for setting flue-cured and
burley quotas is limted to not nmore than 103 percent or |ess than 97 percent of the anount as
det er mi ned above

The Agricultural Reconciliation Act of 1987 directed that the price-support |level for the 1988
and 1989 tobacco crops be reduced by 1.4 percent fromthe level it would otherw se have been
(6). This reduction was not to affect the determi nations of support |levels for subsequent
crops. Provisions for tobacco progranms from 1961 through 1990 are presented in table 4.

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Sugar and Honey Prograns

The CCC has operated support prograns for sugar and honey. Crops supported under the
sugar program are sugar beets and sugarcane.

Sugar

Acr eage reduction prograns under the Agricultural Adjustnment Act of 1933 were carried
out for sugar crops through 1935 (10). The Jones-Costigan Act required the Secretary
to determ ne the consunption requirenments for sugar in the United States. The
Secretary was then to allocate the market to donestic areas and foreign countries by
means of quotas. The act al so provided for benefit payments to producers, a
processi ng tax on sugar, mnimumwages for farmmrkers, child | abor regul ations, and
acreage restrictions. The Sugar Act of 1937 substituted an excise tax for a
processing tax, which had been declared unconstitutional. The excise tax was assessed
agai nst all sugar processed or refined in the United States. Also, an inport tax was
assessed against all direct-consunption sugar inported into this country. The quota
provi sions were suspended in April 1942. The provisions in the Sugar Act of 1948 were
nore extensive and detailed than those of its predecessors. However, its basic
features were the sane

The Food and Agriculture Act of 1977 provided through | oans and purchases for price
support of between 52.5 and 65 percent of parity for 1977 and 1978 sugarcane and sugar
beet crops (1). To provide incentive for producers to sell their sugar in the

mar ket pl ace rather than forfeit it to the CCC, inport duties and fees were used to

mai ntain the donestic sugar price at the market price objective. Price support was
provided to 1979 crops under the authority of pernmanent |egislation.

The Agriculture and Food Act of 1981 provided for the support of 1982-85 crops of
sugar cane and sugar beets (1). A purchase-agreenent program was used for sugar
processed from Decenber 22, 1981, through March 31, 1982. At this tinme, a nonrecourse
| oan program was established. To minimze the risk of the CCC acquiring sugar, a

nmar ket stabilization price was established for raw cane sugar above the loan rate.

The 1985 Act mandates a price support programfor 1986-90 sugar crops (1, 4). The
nonrecourse | oan was set at |levels determ ned as appropriate by the Secretary, but no
|l ower than 18 cents per pound. The act required the President to use all authorities
avai l able to enable the Secretary to operate the sugar programat no cost to the
Federal Governnent by preventing accunul ation of sugar by the CCC. Provisions for
sugar prograns from 1961 through 1990 are presented in table 5.

Honey

Support for honey was allowed in 1947 (10). The USDA was asked to hel p the beekeeping
i ndustry di spose of |arge stocks of dark-col ored, strong-flavored honey produced in
that year. The USDA extended assistance to the beekeeping industry in 1947 and 1948
by hel ping to renove the accunul ated surplus honey through purchases from packers, who
promi sed to pay beekeepers not |ess than 10 cents per pound for honey delivered to
their plants. The following year, honey was included in the 1949 Act, which nandated
t hat honey be supported at not |ess than 60 percent nor nore than 90 percent of parity
t hrough | oans, purchases, or other operations.

The price of honey was supported under the 1950 and 1951 prograns through purchases
from packers, export paynments, and diversion paynments. The export and diversion
paynment prograns remai ned in operation through the 1954 crop. The |oan and purchase
prograns were initiated in 1952. These progranms continued through 1985, with the
exception of 1975 and 1976, which featured purchase agreenment prograns only, without
| oan provi sions.

The 1985 Act dropped the parity formula and established progressively | ower support
prices (4, 7). The 1985 Act set price-support levels for the 1986 and 1987 crops of
honey at 64 and 63 cents per pound, respectively. The price support |evel for the
1988-90 crops was the rate fromthe previous year reduced by 5 percent, but not |ess
than 75 percent of the average price received by producers over the preceding 5 years,
dropping the years with the highest and | owest prices. The Secretary had

di scretionary authority to offer a | ower |oan repaynent option for the 1986-90 crops
in order to minimze |loan forfeitures, reduce Governnent storage costs, and maintain
conpetitiveness of honey in donmestic and foreign narkets. To encourage use of the

| ower | oan repaynent option, the purchase program was dropped and the 1986-89 prograns
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wer e designated as "loans only" programs. Provisions for 1961-90 honey prograns are
presented in table 5.

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Wbol and Mohair Prograns

Price support prograns for wool and nohair were authorized by the 1938 Act (10).

Al t hough not mandatory, |oan progranms were carried out. Price support for wool became
mandatory in 1947, and for nmohair, it becane mandatory in 1949. Support |evels were
to be set between 60 and 90 percent of parity. Price-support progranms for wool and
nohai r were authorized by the National Wol Act of 1954. The program was designed to

encour age donestic production at a yearly level of 300 million pounds of shorn wool by
neans of annual incentive paynents to producers, if required. The |law also provides
for price support for pulled wool. This paynent, which is based on the |iveweight of

unshorn sl aughter |anbs narketed, is made at a rate conparable with the shorn-wool
support rate. This method of paynent is designed to discourage shearing of |anbs
prior to slaughter for the sole purpose of earning a price-support paynent.

The Food and Agriculture Act of 1965 introduced a formula for determining the shorn-
wool support price (8). The fornula adjusted the support price for changes in prices
paid by farmers for production inputs. The Agricultural Act of 1970 fixed the |eve

of shorn-wool and nmohair support prices. This approach was continued through 1976
The Food and Agriculture Act of 1977 returned to the formula for determ ning support

l evel s and included a factor of 0.85, which was applied to the result of the fornula
calculation. The factor was reduced by the Agriculture and Food Act of 1981 to 0. 775.

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Gum Naval Stores

Price support programs for gum naval stores, a nonbasic commodity, have been pernitted
by | egislation since 1934 (10). From 1934 through 1974, nonrecourse | oans were used
to support prices. Purchases were also used from 1942 through 1944.

Begi nning in 1951, parity prices for rosin and turpentine were replaced by a parity
price for crude pine gum processed basis (10). The support |evel for turpentine and
rosin was based on a specified percentage of the parity price for crude pine gum

Al t hough there was no support rate for turpentine, an allowance was nade in the crude
gum support level for the prospective market value of the turpentine content in crude
gum pi ne

The CCC nade advances avail able to producers of gum naval stores through a nonrecourse
loan to the Anerican Turpentine Farnmers Association (ATFA). Under the | oan agreenent
with the CCC, ATFA made the advances to its eligible producers on eligible rosin or
the rosin content in crude pine gum

The | oan made to ATFA covered advances to producers, administrative and operating
expenses, and storage charges on the pledged collateral. The |oan had no fixed
maturity date, but was payable on demand. ATFA generally redeened the collateral and
sold it fromredenption pools. For certain years, ATFA was given the right to sel

wi t hout redenption, provided all the proceeds were paid to the CCC. ATFA could sel
its redeened col |l ateral stock at or above redenmption cost, which was deternined by the
CCC. Any anount renmining over redenption costs that was realized fromsal es was
returned to participating producers on an equitable basis, as approved by the CCC
Price support was |ast offered to producers of gum naval stores in 1980. Provisions
of gum naval stores prograns from 1961 to the present are presented in table 7.

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Dairy Prograns

The price support program authorized by the 1949 Act and the Federal m |k marketing
order program authorized by the Agricultural Mrketing Agreenent of 1937 are the
princi pal donestic dairy prograns (10)

Dairy Price Support Program

The basic provisions of the 1949 Act required that the price of mlk to producers be
supported at such | evel between 75 and 90 percent of parity as the Secretary

det ermi nes necessary to assure an adequate supply of pure and whol esone mlk, to
reflect changes in the cost of production, and to assure a |evel of farmincone
adequate to maintain productive capacity sufficient to neet future needs (10).
However, since October 21, 1981, the support price has been established by Congress at
specific price levels, rather than parity levels. To carry out the mlk price-support
program the CCC offers to buy carlots of butter, cheese, and nonfat dry mlk in bulk
contai ners at announced prices, thus providing a floor for milk and dairy product
prices.

The 1985 Act anended the 1949 Act to continue price support at $11.60 per

hundr edwei ght for nmilk containing 3.67 percent mlk fat for cal endar year 1986, at
$11.35 for January 1-Septenber 30, 1987, and $11.10 for Cctober 1, 1987-Decenber 31,
1990 (3, 4). The act required that on January 1 of 1988, 1989, 1990, the Secretary
must reduce the support price 50 cents if the net price-support purchases were
projected to exceed 5 billion pounds milk equivalent, or nmust increase the price by 50
cents if net surpluses were projected at not nore than 2.5 billion pounds. O her
provisions included a 40-cent reduction in the price received by producers for al

m | k produced and marketed for comercial use during April 1-Decenber 31, 1986; and
25-cent reduction during January 1-Septenber 30, 1987. The Food Security | nprovenent
Act of 1986 provided for an additional 12-cent reduction in producers' returns from
April 1-Septenber 30, 1986. The Omi bus Budget Reconciliation Act of 1987 required a
2.5-cent reduction for cal endar year 1988

The Di saster Assistance Act of 1988 deleted the authority for the Secretary to reduce
the price-support level for mlk on January 1, 1989 (3). Furthernore, the act
provided a tenporary increase of 50 cents in the support |evel effective April 1-June
30, 1989.

Federal M|k Marketing Orders Program

Federal m |k marketing orders are issued by the Secretary as authorized by the
Agricul tural Marketing Agreement Act of 1937, as anended. The Food and Agricul ture
Act of 1965 amended the act to include authorization for the use of class | base plans

(19).

Federal m |k orders are designed to aid in stabilizing marketing conditions in the
sale of mlk by dairy farmers to handlers. The statute authorizes the fixing of
mnimmmlk prices to producers at levels that will reflect supply and denand
conditions in the regul ated nmarkets, assure an adequate supply of whol esone mlk, and
be in the public interest. The program objectives are achieved by: (1) establishment
of uniformprices to handlers for mlk received fromproducers according to a
classified price plan based on the use of nmilk; (2) pooling the proceeds of sales,
usually on a narketw de basis, so that producers can be paid a uniformblend price

(3) an inpartial audit of handlers' records to verify the payments of required prices;
(4) a systemfor verifying the accuracy of weights and butterfat content of mlk sold
by producers; and (5) nmaking available information on the handling of milk in the

mar keting areas so that interested parties can eval uate market situations.

Dairy Indemity Payment Program

The Economic Opportunity Act of 1964, as extended to 1990 by the 1985 Act, authorizes
the Secretary to make dairy indemity paynents (3, 4, 10).

Paynents are made to dairy producers who have been directed by a public regulatory
agency to renove their raw mlk fromcomerci al markets because it had been
cont am nat ed by pesticides, nuclear radiation or fallout, or toxic substances and
chem cal residues other than pesticides. Paynents are made to nanufacturers of dairy
products only for products renmoved fromthe market because of pesticide contam nation.
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The indemity paynment to dairy producers is calculated by nultiplying the nunber of
cows milked times the nunber of days the milk is off the market times base production
in terns of pounds per cow per day times farmprice for mlk of the sane butterfat
content as that in the base period. The base period used to establish base production
is the calendar nonth, two half nonths, or two biweekly pay periods i mediately before
the mlk is renoved fromthe comrercial market.

The indemity paynment to manufacturers of dairy products is calculated by multiplying
the fair market value of the product tinmes the anpbunt of product renoved fromthe
mar ket m nus any sal vage val ue of the product.

M1 k Diversion Program

The Dairy and Tobacco Adjustnment Act of 1983 mandated a milk diversion program (3).
From January 1, 1984, through March 31, 1985, producers who reduced their mlk

mar keti ngs between 5 and 30 percent below their base production for 1981-82 or 1982
were paid 10 dollars per hundredwei ght for such reductions. Authority for mlk

di version prograns was continued through 1990 by the Food Security Act of 1985.
However, the Secretary chose not to offer the programto producers during this period.

Dairy Herd Term nati on Program

The 1985 Act mandated that the Secretary offer a dairy herd term nation programto

m | k producers (3, 4). Under the program dairy farners could enter into contracts
with the CCC through bids to dispose of their entire herds and term nate any interest
they had in the production of milk or in dairy cattle for a period as specified in the
contract. Legislation provided the Secretary discretion as to establishing terns of
the contract. The Secretary could choose to contract for periods of 3 up to 5 years.
For the mandated program which began April 1, 1986, the Secretary decided to contract
for 5 years only. Al though |egislation provided the Secretary the authority to offer
ot her prograns through 1990, only the nandated programwas offered. Provisions of
dairy programs from 1961 to 1990 are presented in table 8.
